The widespread drought hn« re- 
-ulted in lowering the quubty of the 
fiog* in the great paekiug centers. 
Sonin sections are sending to uutrk't 
| fairly good stock, but the average ia 
far below the average of recent 
y ear*. 

Broom corn rnny Im> profitably 
grown almost anywhere. The income 
per acre is greater than thut from 
cotton, and it costs less t« grow und 
prepare it for market. It is a good 
drought TCkister. as it is a variety ut 
sorghum. 

— Itidiuua has aix large skunk 
farms, and the industry is lieeotuing 
ho extensive that a "trust lias been 
formed. The ixdt* nrn valuable, bring- 
ing from $1.50 to $2.50 apiece, accord- 
ing to color, the darker colors com- 
manding the best price. 

— 'Ill use who have silos to fill should 
fill them now if they have anything to 
fill them with. There is some corn 
with life enough in it to make silage, 
and sorghum, hutli now and later, will 
lie ull right. These crops siloed will 
Ixv better feed than if saved in nny 
other way. 

— All pullet* that fail short of the 
proper size for the breed should bo 
disposed of one way or uuother. They 
are not fit for breeding, it is inoro 
important that hens Imv of full size 
than for cocks. A medium-sized cock, 
il vigorous, will father us large chirk* 
ua one of elephantine proportions. 

— Many of the cattlemen are ajiey- 
ing their heifers, with the inte.ulion 
of making beef of them. They nre 
uf raid of un over production of cat- 
tle. The reeult will he that when 
prices go tip these men will he short 
on breeding stock, nnd consequently 
unprepared fur taking advuutugu ol 
the favoruble circumstances.
